- FOUND COLOR-BLIND 


» Create Special Problem | 


on Streets Controlled 
by Traffic Lights. 


40 MORE OLD DRIVERS 
FAIL WHEN EXAMINED 


Test of Headlights Begins 
Tonight; Only Four Motor 
Deaths Here in June. 


The introduction of a colored light- 
_ing system as a method of traffic con- 
| trol has brought with it a new prob- 
lem for traffic officials—color blind- 
ness. 

William H. Harland, director of traf- 
fic, declares the testing of applicants 
for permits for color blindness, begun 
under his direction a little more than 
& month ago, has disclosed that proba- 
bly 2 per cent of those who apply for 
permits are color blind. 

Since this test has been in effect only 
@ short time, this means that perhaps 
| 2 per cent of the drivers who daily 
| tour the streets of the city are unable 
| to distinguish the green light from the 
| red. 

The Traffic Bureau now rejects all 
applicants color blind. To be unable to 
‘distinguish the colors of the signal 
lights makes them unfit for driving 
on streets, and at congested intersec- 
| tions, at which these lights are placed. 
The color blind person may as well be 
| completely blind, it is pointed out, so 
|far as these colors and these signals 
|} are concerned. The lights only serve 
| to confuse them and increase possibil- 
ity of accidents. 


Would Fail if Examined Now. 


However, with this proportion holding 
, true, it is likely that 2 per cent of the 
| drivers of the District, now driving on 
| permits which they had renewed before 
| the time for renewal expired, would fail 
to obtain permits if they were com- 
| pelled to take the examination that is 
| now given. 

Meanwhile, the percentage of old 
drivers applying for new permits, re- 
jected on the regulations test yester- 
day, emphasized still further that few 
local motorists are thoroughly familiar 
with the common regulations that gov- 
ern local traffic. 

Out of 187 applicants, 60 were re- 
jected, and 40 of these were old drivers. 
many of whom had been driving on 
permits 10, 15 and 20 years old. Every 
one of these 40 old drivers failed to 
obtain permits because they could not 
answer five of eight questions picked 
|at random from the 30 traffic refhla- 
tions of the District. If the applicant 
succeeded in answering.five questions 
he was given a permit. 

Must Try Beginner’s Test. 

These drivers failed to have their 
| permits renewed during the one year 
allowed under the act of Congress of 
July 3, 1926, compelling the renewal of 
all permits within a year from that 
time. Had they applied in time for

MYSTERY DEEPENS 
NN SUNRISE SLAYING 
ON MARYLAND FARM 


All Witnesses Freed in 
E. L. Mills Murder 
After Grilling. 


UNSIGNED CONFESSION 
AT SCENE ONLY CLEW 


Document Pinned to Shirt of 
Vietim Charged Affair With 
Married Woman. 


What at first looked like a “dumb” 
murder—the sunrise slaying of Edward 
L. Mills, 45-year-old farmer, of Hunt- 
ing Hill, Md.,—began to take on the 
aspects of a genuine mystery last night. 

Eleven persons were questioned in 
the Rockville Courthouse last night, 
and every one of them was released. 

Mills was shot down at 4:45 o’clock 
yesterday morning by an unidentified 
man, who, after firing five shots, pinned 
a typewritten note on his victim’s shirt 
and fied. The murder was witnessed 
from a distance by Clarence Miles, a 
farmhand. 

The note was in the form of a con- 
fession, and evidently the slayer had 


tried to force Mills to sign it. The “con- |° 


fession,”’ written in obscene language, 
would have had Mills admit having as- 
saulted a young married woman. One 
theory is that Mills was murdered when 
he refused to sign. 

Lack of Evidence Admitted. 

After interviewing the eleven persons 
last night, State’s Attorney Robert 
Peter, jr... and Lieutenant James A. 
Mannings, of the Baltimore detective 
bureau, admitted that they had noth- 
ing really concrete in the way of evi- 
dence. They said they had few “leads,” 
but they were not sure just what these 
would develop. 

Lieut. Mannings said he would start 
out this morning immediately after 
the autopsy to search for the revolver 
with. which Mills was shot down. He 
also said that he would ask a Berttlion 
expert to look for fingerprints on the 
note. 

At the same time State’s Attorney 
Peter said he would call in a typewriter 
expert to help in the investigation. 
Meantime police are listing all the 
typewriters in the neighborhood.

JAPANESE EMA 
HIGHER SUBMARINE 
LIMITS AT GENEU 


70,000 Tons Asked; U.S. 
Offers a Maximum 
of 54 000. 


BRITISH-AMERICAN 
CONFERENCE IS HELD 


U. S. Officials Feel Assurance 
Compromise Will Be Found 
Over Destroyers. 


Geneva, Switzerland, July 7 (A.P.).— 
Having lost her battle for the right to 
build an unlimited number of small 
submarines—“the wasps that sting’”— 
Japan now has put forward a demand 
for a considerably increased total ton- 
nage of submarines, for construction of 
which she asks authorization under the 
projected tripartite naval treaty. Only 
private conferences took place today, 
but a formal meeting of the delega- 
tions has been called for tomorrow. 

The American delegation proposed to 
the conference that the submarine ton- 
nage for the United States and Great 
Britain be fixed at from 60,000 to 90,(00 
and that of Japan from 36,000 to 54,000. 

Admiral Saito says he wants 70,000 
tons of submarines for Nippon because 
of the long stretches of Japan’s island 
empire and the necessity of defending 
the coast against invading warships 
Japan therefore asks 34,000 more tons 
than contained in the American, minl- 
mum proposal, and is clearly seeking a 
higher proportion of submarines than 
the 5-5-3 ratio established at Washing- 
ton for capital ships. 

Some Satisfaction Likely. 

This demand will be taken as a 
basis in the discussion of the sub- 
marine question and presumably will 
be given some satisfaction in this direc- 
tion. 

In giving a new angle to the naval 
discussions, Japan has reverted to the 
declarations she had made on the open- 
ing day of the conference, that the 
status quo should be the basis of any 
arrangement at Geneva and that none 
of the powers should adopt new build- 
ing’ programs or acquire ships for the 
purpose of ‘increasing their naval 
strength. 

On this basis Japan estimates the 
British naval strength in cruisers and 
destroyers at 475,000 tons. She sug- 
gests that 450,000 tons be recognized 
as a limit for the United States and 
Great Britain for cruisers and destroy- 
ers, taken together, and that 300,000 
tons be Japan’s portion. Since the 
United States originally recommended 
as a minimum 150,000 tons in cruisers 
for Japan and 12,000 tons in destroyers, 
Japan is asking only for 30,000 more

Mulligan was walking across the 
bridge and at the middle, with the 
ground nearly 100 feet below, climbed 
over the guard rail. Allen and Reynolds 
saw him and ran to the scene. They 
grabbed him and attempted to pull him 
back from the edge of the bridge. 

“Let me do. I want to die.” 

Mulligan, police say, pleaded with his 
rescuers while fighting off their re- 
straining grips. Allen and Reynolds 
told police they fought with the man 
fifteen minutes and at times thought he 
would overpower them. 

Meanwhile a motorist notified Patrol- 
man Kirby, who was directing traffic 
at Connecticut avenue and Woodley 
road northwest. Kirby hastened to the 
scene and with his aid, the men suc- 
ceeded in pulling Mulligan over the 
guard rail. 

Mulligan was taken to the Four- 
teenth Precinct and continually up- 
braided the men who rescued him. 
He refused to ascribe any motive for 
his act and declared repeatedly, “I 
want to die.” He also refused to de- 
scribe himself to police, but a search 
of his person revealed a carpenter's 
union card, issued to Michael Mulligan, 
which he said was his. Police sent him 
to Gallinger Hospital, where he is being 
detained for mental observation.

New York, July 7 (A.P.).—The New 
| York American, in a copyrighted arti- 
cle, says Henry Ford has ordered the 
Dearborn Independent “to discontinue 
permanently all articles hostile to the 
Jewish people,” has withdrawn from 
publication the pamphlet in which 
such items were being distributed, and 
in a signed statement has expressed 
deep regret for any injury or hurt 
caused by the series. 

Mr. Ford’s statement, according to 
the American, includes the announce- 
ment that “henceforth the Dearborn 
Indedepdent will be conducted under 
such auspices that articles reflecting 
upon the Jews will never again ap- 
pear in its columns.” 

“Let me add,” this version of the 
statement concludes, “that this state- 
ment is made on my own initiative 
and wholly in the interest of right and 
justice and in accordance with what 
I regard as my solemn duty as a man 
and as a citizen.” 

“Deeply Mortified,” He Says. 

The Detroit manufacturer was quoted 
as being “deeply mortified that this 
journal has been the medium for res- 
urrecting exploded fictions, for giving 
currency to the so-called protocols of 
the wise men of Zion, which have been 
demonstrated, as I learn, to be gross 
forgeries, and for contending that the 
Jews have been engaged in a conspir- 
acy to control the industries and capi- 
tal of the world.” 

“Had I appreciated even the general 
nature, to say nothing of the details, 
of these articles,” Mr. Ford is quoted 
as declaring, “I would have forbidden 
their circulation without a moment’s 
hesitation, because I am fully aware 
of the virtues of the Jewish people 


ancestors have done for civilization and 
for mankind * * * their benevolence 
and their unselfish interest in the pub- 
lic welfare.” 

Disclosing that William . Randolph 
Hearst, publisher of the American, had 
offered $1,000,000 for the Dearborn In- 
dependent, the article quotes Mr. Ford 
as saying in reply: 

“No; I won’t sell it, but I’m going to 
make it a house organ, and I am going 
to stop absolutely everything that could 
possibly cause complaint or hurt the 
feelings of anybody.” 


Indignation Held Justified. 


The signed statement of Mr. Ford 
begins:

Two persons ended their lives yes- 
terday. Mrs. Alice Brooks, 62 years old, 
swallowed “poison at her home in Sil- 
ver Hill, Md., and died upon arrival at 
Casualty Hospital, Eugene F. Farmer, 
48 years old, was found dead in a gas- 
filled bed chamber at his home, 1002 
Eleventh street northeast. 

Dr. J. Ramsay Nevitt, District coro- 
ner, conducted an investigation into 
the deaths and issued certificates of 
suicide in both cases. His investigation 
revealed that both were prompted to 
take their lives by despondency and 
that each had sought death before. 

Relatives who brought Mrs. Brooks 
to the hospital told physicians that 
she had been in ill health for more 
than four months. She had often 
complained, they deelared, of “being a 
burden,” and on two former occasions 
had attempted to take her life. 
Weapons and poison were carefllly 
guarded from her, the physicians were 
told. Yesterday morning she succeeded 
in finding a bottle of poisonous clean- 
ing fluid and swallowed the contents. 
The hospital ambulance was sum- 
moned, but the woman died before 
reaching the operating table. 

Farmer had been despondent over 
business worries and failing health, 
Ninth Precinct police were told. On 
two former occasions he was rescued 
when he attempted to kill himself by 
taking gas. 

George E. Lawson, a 
Eleventh street northeast, called on 
Farmer yesterday morning. He smelled 
gas escaping from his friend’s bedroom 
and forced an entrance. Farmer was 
dead in bed.

today paid with his life for the brutal 
murder of Loretta and Catherine Ridge- 
way in their home in Alexandria last 
March.

7 o’clock this morning in 
the Virginia State Penitentiary in the 
presence of the institution’s physician 
and representatives of the Common- 
wealth. 

The slaying of the two children and 
the clubbirig into unconsciousness of 
their mother while their father was at 
work, furnished one of the most brutal 
crimes in tine annals of Virgin’:. Boer- 
sig went to the Ridgeway home and, 
after asking Mrs, Ridgeway for a drink 
of water, beat her and the children, 
and then made off with a small quan- 
tity of money 

Boersig was arrested shortly after the 
crime. Loretta, 5 years old, died the 
day after the attack; but her sister 
survived. a week. Mrs. Ridgeway re- 
covered, and at the trial identified 
Boersig as the slayer. Boersig, who 
said that he had been drinking at the 
time the crime was committed, inter- 
posed little defense. 

The execution of Boersig this morn- 
ing leaves his wife and three small 
children virtually destitute. The Sal- 
vation Army has agreed to’care for one 
of the children, and Mrs. Boersig, who 
stuck by her husband until his sen- 
tence was executed, said today that 
she would seek work in an Alexandria 
factory to support the other two.

SUSPECT IN LIVERMORE

“Boston Billy” Williams, 
Named in Confession by 
Arthur Barry, Held. 


TRAILED OVER 3 STATES 


New London, Conn., July 7 (A.P.).— 
“Boston Billy” Williams, alleged accom-

To- 
day they cornered him in.a house ‘at 
Sound View. Monahan left the house 
by a back door. As he was runing 
across a field one of the detectives shot 
at him when he ignored the command 
to halt. Momahan dropped to the 
grounds wounded and held up his 
hands. 

“Well, boys, it looks as though you 
finally got. me,’ he said. 

He was brought to the hospital here 
for: treatment and then taken to the 
policer station...

Monahan admitted knowing Barry

Must Be Tried Together. 


Benton, Ill., July 7 (A.P.).—All mo- 
tions for severances were overruled by 
Circuit Judge C. H. Miller late today, 
and Charles Birger, Art Newman and 
Ray Hyland, southern Illinois gang- 
sters, must face trial together for the 
murder of Mayor Joe Adams, of West 
City. The defense presented a motion 
asking for a bill of particulars. 

“I can find no case on record,” Judge 
Miller said, “where a severance has been 
granted, unless one or more of the de- 
fendants has made a confession which 
was prejudicial to the cause of the de- 
fendants.”

Hoiles, president of the Bond County 
State Bank, of Pocahontas, Ill. that 
he drove the car used by three rob- 
bers who took. $10,000 from the bank 
last November. He declared Birger sent 
the three .men to rob the’ bank and 
received $450 of the loot as his share. 

Newman displayed a scar on his 
hand’ which he said he received when 
shot by citizens who opened fire on 
the fleeing car.

LAVA STREAMS POURING 
DOWN SIDES OF KILAUEA 


Awe-Inspiring Sight Greets 
Residents of Kilo After 
Earth Shocks. 


CROWDS TO THE SCENE 


Hilo, Hawaii, July 7 (A.P.).—The 
huge Kilauea volcano, slumbering for 
ages, awoke today and poured streams 
of lava from its crater, Halemaumau, 
4,000 feet above the earth, which trem- 
bled as the giant roused to activity. 

Native Hawaiians cast berries and 
other offerings into the fire pit to ap- 
pease Pele, goddess of the volcano. 

Warning of the impending eruption 
was registered by the seismograph of 
the observatory at the crater rim, 
which recorded four slight tremors of 
the earth in the two hours preceding 
last midnight. 

An earthquake at Hilo, 30 miles from 
the volcano, awoke a few residents at 
3:21 a. m., and they gazed upon a 
beautiful but awe-inspiring sight. 

Four huge fountains of fire, 125 feet 
high, were spouting upon the lofty 
slopes, and from the fire pit ran three 
rivers of lava, forming a blazing lake 
or rock 1,000 feet across. 

Crowds that rushed toward the pit 
to watch the display were driven back 
by bursts of sulphur fumes, dust and 
sand. 

A tremor, accompanied by rumbling 
sound, at 12:30 a. m., a sure indica- 
tion of activity in the pit, forewarned 
watchers at the observatory that lava 
was in motion underground. Erup- 
tions began within 30 minutes. 

During the morning two fountains of 
fiery rock formed big cones at the base 
of the deep pit. A small peninsula be- 
tween them was still uncovered. 

R. M. Wilson, volcanologist in charge 
of the observatory, estimated the depth 
of lava at other places in the pit to be 
from 50 to 75 feet. The ‘volcano was 
bestirring itself vigorously, spouting 
flame and steam from the bolling lava. 

Again Pele, the Hawalian volcano 
goddess, has mischievously started an 
eruption during the absence of Dr, 
Thomas A. Jaggar, one of the world’s 
most noted volcanologists, who had de- 
voted most of his life to a study of the 
moods of Kilauea and other Hawaiian 
craters. 

Dr. Jaggar is in Alaska, where he 
went in April. He was in New York at 
the time of the 1924 outbreak of 
Kilauea, while at the time of the pre- 
vious eruption he was in the Orient. 

Hawaiians declare that Pele likes 
Dr. Jaggar and uses this means of call- 
ing him back to Kilauea.

Little Redskin Recites Poem 
of Union Soldiers and 
Brings In G. 0.

Rapid City, S. Dak., July 7.—Ambas- 
sador Sheffield of Mexico stayed at 
the lodge all day today and discuesed 
the Mexican situation with the Presi- 
dent, but there was no announcement 
forthcoming of his resignation. Such 
an announcement is generally looked 
for tomorrow or the next day, but it 
is considered quite possible that it 
may be withheld for a time. 


The ambassador studiously avoided 
any reference to what he has in mind 
when newspaper men met him at the 
station on his arrival early this morn- 
ing, but those who talked with him 
were convinced that he is through as 
the country’s representative in the 
southern republic. It is known, for 
that matter, that the State Depart- 
ment has notified the President of Mr. 
Sheffield’s desire to quit, and the 
President is understod to be willing to 
let him have his way. Of course, any- 
thing may develop in the conferences 
at the lodge. Mr. Sheffield is expected 
to remain until Saturday. 

He was up bright and early today 
and out on the porch when the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge left for Rapid 
City. He had had only about four 
hours’ sleep. 


Pians to Sail July 71. 


To the newspaper men who talked 
with him in the middle of the road 
where the trains stop, he said he 
planned to sail for Europe on the 
steamer Homeric July 21 to be gone 
for “several weeks.” He would not dis- 
cuss the Mexican situation, but said 
he would have “plenty to say” after 
his visit to the lodge. 

But he withheld comment when ask- 
ed if this meant he would be a private 
citizen then. Asked about a letter he 
was reported to have written to a friend 
saying Mexico did not agree with his 
heaith and that he wanted to leave, 
he replied that he could not be held 
responsible for rumors. 

“I did not start then,” he said. 

Despite the early hour he was im a 
very pleasant mood and parried with 
newspaper men for 30 minutes or more. 

With the general assumption that he 
Is to resign there has been considerable 
speculation as to his successor.

Visits Young Orphans, 


Those he saw today were orphans 
ranging from 5 to 16 years old, most 
of them around 8 and 10. It is com- 
pulsory that all Indian children attend 
the school until they are 18 years old, 
but those who have mothers and 
fathers are now at home bscause it is 
vacation time. 

First, the iittle girls, wearing plain 
blue dresses with red sashes, black 
stockings and shoes, gave a drill for 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge. A 
squatty little leader put them through 
their paces, stumbling over the rough 
ground and puffing as she did so. It 
was very warm. 

Then little Norma Silverthorne, with 
coal-black hair and eyes to match, 
stepped proudly out of line to pre- 
sent Mrs. Coolidge with some em- 
broidered spreads which had been made 
by Florence Iron Star. Norma's 7-year- 
old brother, Henry, was to have ac- 
companied her, but he got stage fright 
and would not budge a peg. Mrs. 
Coolidge did not see him or she would 
have gone over and made him feel at 
home. 

Recites for Coolidges. 


The little boy did finally get up 
enough nerve to stand on the audi- 
torium stage and pipe “Birdie, Birdie” 
for the party. He measured about 
2% feet high, wore long trousers and 
a tiny little coat. His hair, more 
brown than black, was parted in the 
middle, and his four-in-hand tie was on 
crooked. Back of 1 on the stage 
was his “chorus” of seven girls. First 
there would be his scarcely audible 
chirp, “Birdie, Birdie,” amd then the 
girls would sing out loud. There was 
another little boy about his age who 
danced the Charleston, and, although 
the piano accompaniment was very bad, 
he never lost his rhythm. 

There was an eight-piece orchestra of 
the youngsters, too, and they played an 
Indian folk song. First the melody 
would sound as from afar, from out of 
the forest, a weird, gripping thing. Then 
there would come a loud flourish at- 
tended by the loud beating of tom toms. 
Then it would die softly away again. It 
was a deep yearning for something, uu- 
doubtedly. Maybe it was a yearning 
that the President give them back their 
Black Hills happy hunting grounds. 

Albert McGaa, a lanky, frightened 
boy, recited @ tribute to “A Union Sol- 
dier.” It had to do with those fellows 
who kept the stars in the flag bright 
during: the Civil War, but throughout 
ran a mention of the Republican Party, 
and a wag observed, “So that's what 
they are teaching them.”

CALLED “EXPLOITATION” 


State Officials Back “Banker 
Domination,” Vaca Tells 
People’s League. 


CRISIS SEEN IN MEXICO 


The purpose of American military 
activity in Nicaragua is “commercial 
exploitation by an illicit alliance of 
greedy enterprises,” Dr. T. 8S. Vaca, 
speaking as a representative of the 
Liberal government in Nicaragua, told 
the conference on American Imperial- 
ism of the People’s Reconstruction 
League yesterday at the Ralei~: Hotel. 


Dr. Vaca charged that the State De- 
partment upheld the “banker domina- 
tion of Nicaragua.” Joseph N. Beja- 
rano, secretary of the Mexican Cham- 
ber of Commerce, said: 

“The period is rapidly approaching 
in the history of Mexico which will 
finally decide the fate not only of 
Mexico, but of many Latin-American 
countries. It either will be the epoch 
of an economic emancipation or a be- 
ginning of the collapse of the entire 
Latin-American race.” He Ic**r os- 
serted “to protest against an imperial- 
ism of the United States because of 
the American invasion, political, com- 
mercial, economic and idealogical, into 
our country is like protesting against 
the clouds when it rains and our rools 
are leaky.” 

The Rev. Mercer G. Johnston, of 
Baltimore, discussing “The Church and 
Imperialism,” said that “imperialism is 
the negation of Christianity as taught 
by its Founder.” Miss Dorothy Detzer, 
executive secreta-y of the Women’s In- 
ternational Leagué, spoke on “Check- 
ing Imperialism by Legislative Action,” 
Benjamin C. Marsh, executive secretary 
of the league, declared that Great 
Britain is turning to the United States 
for an alliance in h-r sehemes of world 
exploitation. 

C. Kuanson Young declared that 
China is undergoing simultaneously an 
industrial and a political revolution, 
but that labor of the bolertvik type 
can never gain a foothold in China 
even though socialism is one of the

“No action of the Chief Executive of 
the Netion since 1903 can be presented

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OLE OF FRANKING 
PRIVILEGE 1 SEEN 
IN HEFLIN'S OFFER 


Question of Legal Aspects in 
Senator’s Proposal Widely 
Discussed in Capital. 


FREE MAILING HELD 
AN INCENTIVE TO BUY 


Quoted as Calling Inquiry “A 
Roman Catholic Plot 
Hatched by Enemies.”

A new question has arisen here in 
connection with Senator J. Thomas 
Heflin’s campaign to sell his anti-Cool- 
idge and anti-Catholic speeches at $44 
a thousand and permit purchasers to 
use his frank instead of postage stamps 
in sending the ingredients of the bulk 
through the United States mails. 

Did Heflin sell his franking privilege 
as well as his oratory under the terms 


of the sale contract as specifically set 
forth in the Heflin letter inviting the 
checks made payable to “Honorable J. 
Thomas Hefiin?” 

This, yesterday, appeared to be the 
question which attracted the greatest 
interest among those examining the le- 
gal aspects of the matter. 


Denies Selling His Speeches... 


Senator Heflin is quoted in afternoon 
newspapers as denying that he is sell- 
ing his speeches, but as admitting that 
he is disposing of them at $44 a thou- 
sand, or the price which it is costing 
him to have them printed by the Pub- 
lic Printer. 

But every accépted legal definition of 
a sale ts interpreted here to clearly 
show that when Heflin transfers title 
or ownership in the bulk packages con- 
taining his speeches to persons who 
acquire title and ownership and pay 
$44 a thousand, the transaction con- 
stitutes as clear an example of sale 
under the law as can readily be im- 
agined. 

The fact that title or ownership 
passes in return for a money consid- 
eration is the feature which dis- 
tinguishes the transaction from a 
barter or chattel mortgage, for example. 
If the contract, as set forth in the 
Heflin letter, stipulated that the 
speeches and franked envelopes would 
be delivered in return for $44 worth 
of neckties or wearing appearel or some 
article, other than money, the trans- 
action would be one of barter. Or, 
if the speeches were sent out to guaran- 
tee payment of a debt, they might con- 
stitute a chattel mortgage. But there 
appears to be no legal term which can 
possibly be applied to the transaction 
described in the Heflin letter excepting 
sale. 

Always Remains a Sale. 


The fact that Heflin offers his 
speeches at a cheap price and does not 
expect to make a profit may admittedly 
be takem as a sign that he is not 


making an advantageous sale from a 
monetary standpoint but it is a sale, 
nevertheless, it is explained, and would 
remain a sale even if the speeches were 
sold at a distinct loss. 

Part of the sale contract which 
Heflin offers in his letter has to do 
with his frank, according to the spe- 
cific terms of the letter. After quoting 
prices “In lots of 1,000, $44; in lots of 
500, $22; in lots of 250, $11; in lots 
of 100, $4.40” the letter contains this 
language: 

“The speeches carry his frank, which 
does not require postage for mailing, 
and can be sent to any one by address- 
ing the envelope.” 


Postage Seen Part of Price. 


Admittedly, this appears to be an 
element in the contract. At the sched- 
ule of prices, a single pamphlet of 


speeches costs the purchaser but 4.4 
cents, less than a nickel. The cost of 
postage—if the Heflin frank was not 
available—would constitute an appre- 
clable percentage of the total purchase 
price. In other words, puréhasers 
might hesitate to enter into the con- 
tract if they knew they were to be 
put to the expense of buying postage, 
but the added inducement of free use 
of the mails might well be an incentive 
to buy. 

Thus, the transaction is interpreted, 
from a legal standpoint, i~ follows: 

Those who purchase the speeches and 
franked envelopes pay or agree to pay 
$44 per 1,000, or at that rate. 

Heflin, in return for this money 
price, sends speeches and “his frank, 
which does not require postage for 
mailing and can -be sent to any one 
by addressing the envelope.” 


Elements in the Theories. 


The question, therefore, is whether 
the transaction involves a sale of the 
speeches and the franking privilege or 
merely a sale of the speeches with the 
franking privilege vsed as an induce- 
ment to purchasers. One theory is that 
the purchaser obviously buys bota the 
speeches and the franking privilege 
when he parts with his money at the 
rate of $44 per 1,000. 

Inquiry at Senator Heflin’s office 
yesterday brought the reply that the 
senator -would have nothing to say to 
The Post in connection with his side 
of the question. Under the caption, 
“Postoffice Starts Inquiry Into Heflin 
Use of Mail Frank,” the Washington 
Daily News yesterday quotes Heflin as 
stating that mailing out his speeches 
is the only manner in which he can 
get them to the thousands of citizens 
who are clamoring for them. 

The senator is alse quoted as de- 
fending his course of action and charg- 
ing that the inquiry into it is “a Ro- 
man Catholic plot hatched by his 
enemies.” 


Justice Office Acts

COMMUNICATION TODAY 


Organizations Asked to Point 
Out Defects and Sub- 
mit Suggestions. 


Business organizations throughout 
the country are asked to cooperate 
with the advisory congressional joint 
tax committee in the involved task of 
overhauling and perfecting the Federal 
tax system, in a communication sent 
vesterday by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States to its 1,500 mem- 
ber organizations. 

The communication, given out to- 
day, points out that business has a 
direct interest in the systematic revi- 
sion of the Federal revenue system. 
All business organizations, corpora- 
tions and individuals are: strongly 
urged to point out defects they have 
found in the present internal revenue 
system in as specific a manner as pos- 
sible and to submit well-considered 
suggestions for improvement. 

“The existing system,” the commu- 
nication reads, “is essentially a war 
product, and the revisions since the 
close of hostilities have been made in 
@ more or less haphazard 
existing circumstances mig 
mine, and little provision has 
fore been meade for securing the 
ion of the most vitally interested 
tion of the public—the taxpayers. 

Teh present sftuation, however, is 
quite different. The congressional 
joint tax committee is a continuing 
body, and is very anxious to secure 
criticisms, comments and constructive 
suggestions from the taxpayers.” 


Chamber Critizes Work. 


The Chamber of Commerce empha- 
sizes the fact that the work of the 
joint committee has nothing to do 
with immediate tax reduction nor pri- 
marily with rates, but that it will deal 
rather with questions of administration 
and simplification, such as interest pro- 
visions, statutory time limits, install- 
ment sales, capital gains and losses and 
earned income credit. 

It further points out that the pro- 
gram of immediate tax reduction will 
be taken up by the ways and means 
committee and reiterates its -demands 
for a reduction of the corporation tax 
to not more than 10 per cent, repeal of 
the Federal estate tax and elimination 
of the remaining war excise taxes. 

Regarding the corporation income tax 
the chamber asserts that the reduction 
of this should not be made contingent 
upon the available surplus. 

“The chamber’s committe on taxa- 
tion,”” the statement concludes, ‘has 
reached a tentative decision that the 
reduction of the corporate income rate 
should not be wholly dependent upon 
available surplus, but as a matter of 
equity and justice there should be a 
reduction of at least 10 per cent when 
the revenue statute is revised in the 
next session of Congress.” 


LA FOLLETTE HOLDS 
THIRD-TERM DRIVE ON 


Poor Start Made by Coolidge 
in Black Hills, Editorial 
Declares. 


Expressing the belief that when Pres- 
ident Coolidge went to the Black Hills 
he launched his campaign for a third 
term, Senator Robert M. La Follette, 
jr.. in an editorial in the July issue of 
La Follette’s Magazine declares that to 
date he “has not made a very auspicious 
start.” He points to the paucity of 
political leaders who have visited the 
temporary White House in substantia- 
tion of his belief. 

Citing the President’s first speech in 
the Black Hills, in which he declared 
that “wherever we are in America we 
are in a State far better than anywhere 
else in the world,” Senator La Follette 
Says, “‘perhaps the farmers of the coun- 
try will be taken in by this kind of 
guff. Perhaps they will forget that 
President Coolidge has given the great 
financial interests of the country every- 
thing they have asked for from the 
Government, while refusing to counte- 
nance any genuine measure of relief 
to the basic ‘ndustry, agriculture. But 
I do not believe it. The President will 
have to find better bait than this in or- 
der to catch votes in the Northwest and 
West.” 

Senator La Follette rehearses the dan- 
gers surrounding the extension beyond 
eight years of the tenure of the Presi- 
dent. He calls attention to the power 
which the presidential incumbent has 
in perpetuating himself in office 
through control of convention dele- 
gates from the South. 


Review for Liquor 


Running Case Fought 


Liquors brought into the United 
States are “brought in,” the Depart- 
ment of Justice told the Supreme Court 
in a brief filed yesterday in opposition 
to a petition for a review of the case of 
the British schooner J. Duffy, found 
by Coast Guards in Long Island Sound 
in 1924 with a cargo of alcoholic bev- 
erages. 

Owners of the vessel were charged 
with importing liquor in violation of 
the law, but they contended that since 
the “cargo had not passed the customs 
barrier” it had not been imported or 
brought into the United States. In 
Support of its contention, the depart- 
ment cited decisions of the Supreme 
Court in one of which it is stated, “We 
think that where goods forbidden of 
importation are physically brought into 
the country as such prohibited articles 
they are in fact imported within the 
meaning of the act.” 


Kellogg to Act First 
On French Peace Plan 


(Associated Press.) 


France’s proposals for’a perpetual 
peace treaty with the United States 
will be threshed out in Washington by 
Secretary Kellogg before the question is 
taken up with President Coolidge, it 
was indicated yesterday at the State 
Department. 

Ambassador Herrick conferred yes- 
terday with Mr. Kellogg, but he ex- 
pected to return to his home in Cleve- 
land to complete his vacation within 
a day or two. He has made no plans 
to visit the President at the summer 
White House and it was indicated yes- 
terday that no request had come from 
the President for the ambassador’s at- 
tendance to take up the French pro- 
posals. *

Postal receipts at 50 selected cities 
throughout the country for June showed 
an increase of 3.35 per cent over the 
same month last year, total receipts 
being $29,681,220. New Haven, Conn., 
had the largest increase with 17.73 per 
cent; Akron, Ohio, second, with 1481, 
and Worcester, Mass., third, with 13.39. 

Increases over June last year in 
Southern cities were Washington, D. C., 
1.03; Atlanta, 10.96; Dallas, 2.27; Louis- 
ville, 1.08; Richmond, 1.75; Memphis, 
8.96; Nashville, 1.63; Houston, 2.03; Fort 
Worth, 1.28, and decreases from June 
last year were shown at Baltimore; with 


0.98 per cent; New Orleans, 8.45, and 
Jacksonville, 9.0-.

To Visit Black Hills 


Albany, N. Y., July 7 (A# ).—Gov. 
Smith will be unable to accep* the in- 
vitation of South Dakota Democrats to 
take a vacation in the Black Hills.

Replying today to the invitation of 
the Lawrence County, S. Dax., Demo- 
cratic committee, the governor said 
that an extended vacation was out of 
the question and that his plans would 
necessitate his remaining in Aibany 
for the greater part of the season. His 
enforced refusal, Gov. Smtih wrote, 
was a disappointment to himself and 
family.

Agreement Reached, Say To- 
kyo Reports, at a Four- 
Power Conference. 


CHU QUITS LEAGUE POST 


Shanghai, July 7 (A.P.).—Advices 
from Tokyo state that dispatches re- 
ceived at the Japanese foreign office 
today told of an agreement reached at 
Tsingtao, Shantung, last night, by 
which the United States would land 
1,000 Blue Jackets there and Great 
Britain send a contingent from Shang- 
hai. 

The advices said that the agreement 
was reached at a conference of the 
British, Japanese, German and Amerl- 
can consuls at Tsingtao. 

Geneva, July 7 (A.P.).—Chu Chao- 
Hsin, who has been representing the 
Peking government on the council of 
the League of Nations, today informed 
Sir Eric .Drummond, the secretary 
general, that he intended to return to 
China and to become politically a 
free lance. 

Inasmuch as the league deals offi- 
cially only with the Peking government, 
the council will be obliged to accept 
whomever the Peking government 
should appoint in Chu’s stead. 

Chu’s abandon ‘ent of his post has 
created a considerable stir in league 
circles, since hig actiou. leaves China 
without a representative on the council, 
to which it was given a seat at the 
last session of the. league assembly. 

It is assumed that Chu will enter 
the service of the Nanking Nationalist 
government. As far as recognizing the 
Nationalists is concerned, the league 
has taken the position that it can 
not concern itself with the internal 
political situation in China. 
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GEN. WOOD BELIEVED 
OPPOSED TO CHANGE 
IN ISLANDS’ CONTROL 


Backing of Strong Depart- 
ment Needed, He Says Be- 
fore Davis Visit. 


WAR OFFICIALS’ VIEWS 
ARE REQUESTED AS AID 


He Assails Early Independ- 
ence, Citing Increased 
Cost to U. S. 


Opposition to removal of control of 
the Philippine Islands from the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs, of the War Depart- 
ment, to the Department of Interior 
was indicated yesterday in connection 
with a conference of Governor General 
Leonard Wood of the islands with Sec- 
retary of War Davis and bureau officials. 

Gen. Wood, prior to the conference, 
expressed belief that the island govern- 


ment needed the backing of a strong 
department in case of emergency, and 
declared that the islands’ independence, 
with a curtailment of free trade. and 
concurrent increase in government cost, 
can not be realized for some time. 

Announcing he had conferred with 
Secretary Davis about financial condi- 
tions on the islands, referring to them 
as encouraging, he said he was desirous 
of obtaining the War Department's 
views so the two could execute policies 
of benefit to the Philippines. 


Visit Not Political. 


Denying there was a political aspect 
to his visit, the governor general, com- 
menting on resources of the islands, 
said he would recommend leases for 
rubber plantations up to 50,000 acres 
for 50 years, believing that from a 
viewpoint of American needs the cul- 
tivation of rubber was the most eco- 
r®mic factor in the islands, although 
present land laws do not permit leasing 
of enough acreage for their proper cyl- 
tivation. 

Departing tomorrow for New York, 
Gov. Gen. Wood invited Secretary 
Davis to visit the islands, but the lat- 
ter fears the Mississippi. flood control 
study will prevent his so doing this 
fall. Gen. Wood will visit the summer 
White House once more before return- 
ing to the Philippines in September, 
but whether he will visit Washington 
before returning is problematical. 

He indicated he would remain at ‘his 
post in the islands, saying there was 
much work to be done by him there, 
and as evidence of the friendly feeling 
of the Filipinos toward him, said he 
had not received a threatening letter 
during his six years of office. He 
praised the friendly cooperation of 
Aguinaldo, former Filipino insurrection 
leader, with his government.

Sees Help From Railroads. 


“The greatest need for the fruition 
of great passenger air lines is a large 
administrative organization to carry 
on routine work of selling tickets and 
caring for the business end of the en- 
terprise.

“Recent flights have aided in prov- 
ing to more skeptical railroad officials 
that air passenger service is not a mere 
fancy, but highly practicable. The air 
mail has proved a great success, and I 
have no doubt but that ‘establishment 
of air routes for carrying of express 
within a year will be as successful. Def- 
inite plans for carrying of express have 
been laid by the American Express Co. 
with a large air transport company. 
Railroad officials recently have agreed 
to this arrangement. Air passenger 
service is next; marked progress of sup- 
plementing rail service with air lines 
should be seen within a year. 

MacCracken said*that he was certain 
the opening of the Pan-American air 
route for both mail and passenger serv- 
‘dice would go a long way toward cement- 
ing friendships between the two re- 
publics. He pointed to a plan of the 
air mail service to extend the route 
to Laredo, Tex., as soon as Mexico 
makes provisions for carrying mail to 
the Loredo border. Mexico has granted 
concessions for establishment of such a 
mail route and actual operation of 
Pan-American lines should be realized 
within a year, he said. 

Rail Official Seeks Data. 
(Associated Press.) 

An official of one large Eastern trunk 
line railroad has conferred with As- 
sistant Secretary MacCracken over the 
advisability of supplementing its pas- 
senger service by the use of the air-

While the office of the secretary, who 
is in charge of the commercial air ac- 
tivities of the Government, refused to 
disclose the name of the official or 
the railroad, the general understanding 
is that it was the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. 

The official was understood to have 
been intereseted particularly in the 
possible use of the airplane for sup- 
plementing its tourist service, the air- 
craft being regarded as affording a val- 
uable vehicle for carrying tourists to 
scenic and historic spots some distance 
from the carrier’s trunk and branch 
lines.

Lou couldn’t call our 
first honest-to-goodness meal we had 
eaten since leaving Roosevelt Field any- 
thing but dinner—especially this one 
that Mme. Coiffier set before us. It 
was what we would call back home a 
real old-fashioned meal. 


Clothes Dried as They Ate. 


Everything was fixed up so excel- 
lently that we only wished we knew 
enough French to tell Mme. Coiffier 
how delicious everything tasted. And 
while we feasted, our clothes were be- 
ing carefully dried. So it was with 
every soul in Ver-sur-Mere. They 
couldn’t do enough for us that night, 
when we started by automobile for 
Peris and found ourselves still in such 
stormy weather that we were forced to 
halt at Caen overnight. 

There the prefect of the Calvados dis- 
trict made us right at home. None of 
us will ever forget the whole-hearted 
kindness of that prefect. He is one 
of the most hospitable persons I ever 
have met anywhere. Why, right in the 
reception room he took off his own coat 
and gave it to Balchen. You can’t 
beat that for putting yourself out to 
oe strangers comfortable and at

Just a Glimpse at French Heart. 


But all of this, we have found, was 
simply a glimpse at the réal heart of 
the French people. They were all just 
sincere, honest and kind folks and the 
couldn’t do too much for us.

Kinkade Made Sorrowfual 


By Damage to America 


Cherbourg, France, July 7 (A.P.).—T. 
Harold (Doc.) Kinkade, airplane engine 
expert of the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation, stood beside the wreck of 
Commander Byrd’s America at the 
naval aviation center here today. He 
had come over from the United States 
to give the big monoplane an over- 


hauling, after Byrd and his companions 
made their successful flight, and at 
one time it was thought that possibly 
his trip to this side meant a return 
journey of the America by air. 

Today, having thoroughly gone over 
what was left of the America, Kinkade 
looked around mournfully and said: 
“It breaks my heart to see the fine 
plane, on which I put such care, in 
pieces.” 

The fuselage and forepart of the 
plane and everything possible were 
being boxed by French mechanicians, 
but the disposition of the wings awaits 
Commander Byrd’s instructions, 

Kinkade found the two side motors 
in good condition, but the center 
motor damaged. They had been thor- 
oughly cleaned by®@the French. The 
Wright expert visited Admiral Revault, 
maritime prefect, and thanked him for 
the care with which the plane had 
been handled. He left for Paris to join 
Commander Byrd, saying he would 
return to Cherbourg Monday and help 
prepare the America for stowing away 
on the Leviathan. 


Detroit Group Backing 
15-Day World Tour 


Louisville, Ky., July 7 (A.P.).—The 
Courier Journal says today that a 
group of Detroit men will attempt a 
flight to encircle the globe in 15 days~- 
half of the time of the present record. 
The proposed flight would be made in 
the Stimson monoplane, which is now 
leading in the national air tour. 

Though formal announcement of the 
flight awaits the end of the present 
trip, it is hoped the tour will be made 
by the end of July. Admission of the 
plans was made by William Mara, 
secretary of the Stimson Aircraft Cor- 
poration, and Edward Schlee, backer of 
the proposal, the Courier Journal says. 
The take-off is planned from Detroit 
and will be made eastward. 


“Flares” in Quebec 
Caused by Steamer 


Quebec, Province Quebec, July 7 
(A.P.).—The provincial govérnment to- 
day announced that investigation of 
the mysterious lights seen recently in 
northern Quebec leading to some belief 
that they came from the missing 
French aviators, Nungesser and ° Coli, 
showed that the reflected light from a 
steam-driven boat on Lake Onatchway 
was responsible. 

The announcement was made follow- 
ing the receipt of the report by Quebec 
officials who investigated the matter. 

The investigating officials learned 
that the steamboat at sunset frequent- 
ly shot out flames of light which could 
easily be mistaken for flares or signals 
of distress. 


Grace Will Use New 
Plane in Dole Flight 


Mana, Island of Kauau, Hawaii, July 
7 (A.P.).—Richard Grace, Hollywood 
stunt filer, who crashed here Tuesday, 
in an effort to take off for a flight to 
California, will have an entirely new 
plane in which he will take part in 
the competition for the Dole prizes 
of $35,000 for the first filght from the 
mainiand to Hawaii after noon of 
August 12.

Covert Boyd, U. S. N., retired, will be 
held today in London, where he died 
yesterday morning at the Hyde Park 
Hotel, according to cablegrams received 
yesterday by Charles E. Howe, treasure 
of the American Security & Trust Co., 
of which Capt. Boyd was a director.

He was a trustee 
of the C. C. Willard Estate, which has 
offices in the Kellogg Building, a mem- 
ber of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, the Society of Tropical Medicine, 
the Association of Military Surgeons, 
the District Medical Society, the Metro- 
politan Club, the Army and Navy Club, 
the Chevy Chase Club, the Washington 
Golf and Country Club, the Monterey 
Golf Club, the New York Yacht Club, 
the Reform Club of New York, the 
board of the Lenthall Home, the board 
of the Epiphany Church Home and 
one of the directors of Garfield 
Memorial Hospital. 

He also was a corporator of the 
Foundlings Society and of the Epis- 
copal Eye, Ear and Throat Hospital, a 
member of the Philadelphia Academy 
of Natural Sciences, the National Geo- 
graphic Society, the Archaeological 
Society and a vestryman at St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church. Capt. Boyd was 
very charitable and several youths have 
been given their education through 
his gifts. He assisted in the organiza- 
tion of the Naval Hospital. 

Capt. Boyd is survived by his wife, 
a son, Walter Boyd, two brothers, Dr, 
William Boyd and Dr. Isaac Boyd, and 
two sisters, the latter four being resi- 
dents of South Carolina.

DROUHIN WILL PILOT

I long ago made engagements that 
make it impossible.” 

Chamberlin said that he had object- 
ed to Levine’s telegram in their joint 
names proposing to Commander Byrd 
that the Columbia accompany the 
America in return flight, because that 
was not on the program, and his per- 
sonal engagements made it impossible 
for him to remain in Europe long 
enough to prepare for such a flight. 

“The whole matter has been exag- 
gerated,” he said. “The proof of it is 
that I am going to fly the Columbia 
to London tomorrow and show its 
peculiarities to the French flier picked 
by Levine for the Paris-New York flight. 

“Levine has a perfect right to fly 
back if he wants to, and he perfectly 
understands why I cannot go with him. 
He has found a French airman to take 
my place, and that settles that ques- 
tion. I am going to do my part, as 
far as I can, by showing the Frenchman 
how I run the ship.” 

Friends of the aviator hinted that 
all was not too smooth between the 
two men and intimated that Chamber- 
lin felt that Levine, without sufficient 
experience in aviation, had undertaken 
too much in the direction of the flight, 
especially in their round of visits to 
European cities. 

This was particularly noticeable at 
Vienna, Austria, and Marienbad, Czecho- 
slovakia, when Levine, friends of Cham- 
berlir say, insisted upon taking off un- 
der such unfavorable weather condi- 
tions that Chamberlin himself thought 
it almost suicidal to fly. 

Chamberlin, however, they say, con- 
sidered himself a soldier under orders 
of his chief, and took off after remon- 
strating with Levine. 

This cifference of opinion about fly- 
ing has not affected the personal rela- 
tionship cf the men, which continues 
friendly, friends of both said today. In- 
deed, it is understood, Chamberlin 1s 
still under contract to Levine and may 
make flights for the latter in the 
United States after his return.- Cham- 
berlin’s friends say, however, that, if 
there are such flights, Chamberlin will

The en- 
tire human race contemplates with 
emotion the triple example which the 
great people of America have recently 
given us through their aviators.” 

From the president’s room they were 
led through historic halls, gaily be- 
decked with flowers and flags, placed 
there to make more pleasant their path 
to the book of gold, where Lindberg’s 
name is written. They signed this and 
then éach was presented with a gold 
medal, which it is the custom of the 
City of Paris to bestow on those it 
would honor most. 


Navy Proposed Flight. 


(Associated Press.) 


The idea of a flight around the 
equatorial girdle of the globe by naval 
aviators, recently advanced by Secre- 
tary Wilbur, originated two years ago 
in the Bureau of Naval Aeronautics, he 
disclosed yesterday. 

At the same time Mr. Wilbur made 
‘ plain that he had meant to imply 
no objection to Commander Byrd’s pro- 
posed South polar flight when he sug- 
gested last week that the equatorial 
flight would be of more value. While 
nothing definite regarding such a 
flight has been discussed with the bu- 
reau, Mr. Wilbur believes that an air 
expedition around the equator would 
be practicable with the long-cruisin 
planes now available and would be o 
immense value from a scientific stand- 
point. 

Referring to plans of Commander 
Byrd to fly to the South Pole in Sep- 
tember, Mr. Wilbur said the attempt 
would be a hazardous one and added: 

“I hate to see CoOmmander Byrd risk 
his life, but if he proposes to go to the 
South Pole the Navy would interpose 
no objection.” 

Pointing out that Byrd, although a 
retired naval officc> now is an the ac- 
tive list and on leave, the Secretary said 
that the Navy had no intention to “clip 
his wings.”

Air Association Accepts Sea- 
plane Altitude Mark Made 
by Champion. 


(By Associated Press). 

Lieut. C. C. Champion, of the Navy, 
was credited yesterday by the National 
Aeronautic Association with a new 
world’s record altitude for seaplanes 
of 37,995 feet, made in a flight here 
July 4. This is 4,540 feet higher than 
the previous altitude record of Cham- 
pion. 

The internationally accepted record 
for seaplanes was 30,479 feet, made by 
Lieut. Vaisseau de Mougeot. Lieut. 
Champion’s record exceeds that by 
nearly one mile and a half. Porter 
Adams, president of the association, 
said Champion's record would be trans- 
mitted to the International Aeronautics 
Federation, in Paris, with the request 
that it be recognized as the world’s 
altitude record for seaplanes. 

It is expected that Champion’s plane 
will be equipped with wheels and that 
an attempt will be made to break the 
world's airplane altitude record of 40,- 
820 feet, made by Callizo, at Buc, 
France, on August 23, 1926. 


SAMUEL J. MILLARD DEAD. 


Veteran Employe of Treasury, 79 Years 
Old, to Be Buried Tomorrow. 


Samuel J. Millard, for 64 years an 
employe of the Treasury Department, 
died yesterday afternoon at his home, 
719 Van Buren street, after an illness 
of several weeks. Mr. Millard, who was 
born in Dundee, N. Y., was 79 years

when he was 8 years old, Mr. Millard 
came to Washington, and, in 1862 en- 
tered the State Department.

GEN. WOOD'S STATEMENT. 


No better answer to the insistent demand 
for. Philippine independence could have been 
made than the statement of fact from Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood upon his arrival here. It 
did not concern itself with any of the con- 
troversial details at issue between the propo- 
nents of independence and those who would 
eontinue American control. It was a plain re- 
cital of the good that the United States had 
done and can do for the islands under the 
present form of administration. 

Gen. Wood told of the advances that have 
been made in the treatment of leprosy. The 
Island of Fear has become the Island of Hope. 
More than 1,000 victims of this once “incur- 
able” disease have been cured of their afflic- 
tion. The “unclean’’ need no longer remain so. 
The Governor General asked this country to 
contribute $2,000,000 to continue the war 
against leprosy, and for a helping hand to- 
ward the education which the majority of 
Filipinos desire so intensely. He will find 
generous response to his appeal. 

American experts, Gen. Wood reported, have 
demonstrated the feasibility of producing 
rubber in the Philippimes on a large scale. 
The islands can produce all of the rubber that 
this country needs. If the dependency takes 
advantage of this industrial opportunity alone, 
it will mean prosperity beyond the dreams of 
any of the present inhabitants. 

Granted independence, the natives them- 
selves would have to assume the philanthropic 
responsibilities which this Government now 
bears. It would be incumbent upon their 
leaders to maintain a system of government 
on a par with that which the United States 
has offered. By their acts they would have 
to give the rest of the world a bend of fullfill- 
ment in order to interest capital and industry. 
That they could do any one of these things 
at the same cost and ease with which they 

gw obtain them is to be doubted seriously. 


BIG PENSIONS, 


The current issue of the Nation’s Business 
contains an interesting article having to do 
with war pensions. During 1927 it is prob- 
able that the Government will have to expend 
ho less than $250,000,000 for this purpose, 
because of the fact that the average pension 
payment was increased by Congress during the 
Yast session. Great as this sum, may seem, 
however, it is but a drop in the bucket com- 
pared to that which the country will have to 
face in the future. 

Coming fast on the heels of the rapidly 
dwindling Civil War veterans are the veterans 
eid’ their widows of the Spanish-American 
War. Back of these loom the million World 
War veterans, most of whom now are in the 
grime of life. Payments to the latter have 
tiot yet appeared on the pension rolls, but it 
{fs inevitable that in time pension payments to 
velerans of the World War will run into 
billions. These payments will be felt within 
ten years. They will reach their peak in 1975, 
@nd. will not have been discontinued until 
nearly A. D. 2050. 

Prosecution of war does not permit thought 
rexarding matters of this sort. War is a mat- 
ter of the moment. Every resource must be 
thrown into the fray; nothing must be per- 
mitted to distract the public mind from the 
yrimary, immediate purpose of winning bat- 
ties. Between wars, however, is a good time 
w think about what they mean. Loss of life 
during the World War was an irreplaceable ex- 
penditire of national resources. Property 
fussés were stupendous. The loss will be felt 
fur generations. 

‘The cost of war should be kept eternally in 
mind, so that nations at all times will be dis- 
pused to prolong peace as far as possible. 


REFORMING BUTTER AND EGG MEN. 


‘he butter and egg man has at last been 
brought into the fold of the Federal Trade 
Commission and has promised tu be good, or 
partly good, from this time forward. The 
commission makes formal announcement, in 
two cloumns of newspaper space, that 222 
firms, handling between 80 and 90 per cent 
ef the volume-of the butter, egg, cheese and 
poultry business west of the Rocky Mountains, 
have voted to adopt resolutions prepared by 


the commission for the guidance of the jn- 


dustry. 

The “industry” has. certainly been in need 
of some such reform, for it seems to have 
been the common, if not universal practice, 
of the butter and egg barons beyond the Rocky 
Mountains to:induce “breach of contract for 
the purpose of gequiring values created by 
and belonging to#a competitor; false testing 
of butter fat bought from farmers; unau- 
thorized use of a competitor’s equipment; 
making false and defamatory statements con- 
cerning business policies or methods of a 

- comipetitor; securing employes of common car- 
riers to divert shipments; obtaining informa- 
tion from competitors by false impersonations 
3 of names or authorities, by espionage, etc.; 
_ paying’a less price after shipment has been 
_ recefved than was named in the advertisement

or other offer which induced the shipment; 
price discrimination.” 

These are a few of the practices which ap- 
pear to have been common among the butter 
and egg men of the West and which are to 
be abolished “by mutual consent.” 

While reforming the practices of the dealers 
the commission, if really anxious to serve the 
public, might induce poultry dealers to take 
one step further in the path of virtue and 
agree among themselves not to stuff a chicken 
with grain just before killing it, thus falsely 
increasing its weight. 


JIM REED’S CONVERSION. 


Even if*Senator James A. Reed turns in 
his about-face on the question of flood relief 
and shoots a Parthian shaft at the President, 
his conversion is good news to those who 
hope to see the Mississippi River problem 


fairly and adequately settled: The Missouri 
senator no longer thinks it necessary to have 
an extra session of Congress. There will be 
plenty of time during the regular session, he 
believes, to dispose of the flood-contro] pro- 
gram. 

If Senator Reed has now fixed his opinion 
and does not intend to revise and extend his 
remarks at some future date, it is evident 
that the prospect of accomplishing something 
concrete for the residents of the Mississippi 
Valley is even better than it has been here- 
tofore. The Democratic partisan is one of 
the first men to have no misgivings as to the 
possibility of adopting a flood-control plan 
at the coming session. He can do as much 
as any individual to make such a forecast 
come true. He must, however, approach the 
matter in an entirely different frame of mind 
from any that he has exhibited since he be- 
came a presidential possibility. The partisan 
viewpoint of his more recent acts will serve 
as a deterrent rather than an aid. 

As interesting as Senator Reed’s change of 
front would be disclosure of the reasons 
which brought about his reformation. When 
he jumped blindly out with a call for an 
extra session there were no ifs, ands or buts 
in his declarations. Logical development of 
the position he -took then, unless his stand 
was governed by political considerations, 
could hardly have led him to such speedy 
abandonment of his fiery utterances. There 
has been one intervening factor which may 
explain the strange state of affairs. Senator 
Reed not long since visited the South. As a 
willing Democratic standard-bearer he no 
doubt kept his ears open for what he could 
hear, and did not shut his eyes to the possi- 
bility of acquiring a few convention delegates. 
It may have come to his attention while in 
this receptive and retentive frame of mind 
that the business leaders of the South have 
divorced flood control from partisan politics. 
They have served notice of this decision on 
their own representatives, and may have re- 
peated it to their Missouri visitor. The choice 
between politics in flood control and politics 
in the Democratic convention was not hard 
for a potential] presidential candidate to make. 


PERPETUAL LAWMAKING 


The grist of laws ground out by the State 
Legislatures during the recent sessions will 
add many volumes to the libraries. Not be- 
cause it is the most populous State in the 
Union, but because its legislature is a very 
industrious body, New York State may con- 
fidently challenge all 47 of the sisterhood to 
match her in the matter of quantitative pro- 
duction of statutes. 

During the last session more than 1,000 
measures were passed and sent to the governor, 
who approved 731 of them.: Many of these 
were of minor importance, agd more or less 
local or personal in their application and were 
effective as soon as approved. Of the general 
laws enacted during the brief session 37 be- 
came effective on July 1; 40 others go into 
effect on September 1, while 14 more become 
operative with the coming of the new year. 

“Ignorance of the law excuses no man,” 
but no man on earth has enough storage capac- 
ity in his brain cells to contain a fraction of 
1 per cent of all the legal lore of the 48 States. 
Nor is it possible for one human being to 
keep up with the work of such industrious 
manufacturing institutions as the lawmaking 
machinery of the Commonwealths that make 
up the Union. 


DECORATING LOCOMOTIVES. 


Praise be that the tendency to decorate 
locomotives is becoming more widespread. In- 
augurated some montHs ago by the Baltimore 
& Ohio, the plan now has been taken up by 
the Beston & Maine. Drab, black-hued loco- 
motives no longer will pull its crack train, 
the Minute Man, which operates between Bos- 
ton and Chicago. Instead there will be gor- 
geous creations characterized by broad bands 
of buff and blue, with a fine red stripe be- 
tween, 

What aduit does not share the small boy’s 
admiration of a locomotive? Panting, puffing 
monsters, they belong unmistakably to the 
workaday world, surrounded, nevertheless, 
with an aura of romance. The glorified be- 
ings, smelling of smoke and with countenances 
begrimed; whose finger tip touch is sufficient 
to control tremendous power, are not properly 
of this world. They belong rather to mythol- 
ogy, in company with other characters who 
rode smoke-expelling and fire-snorting dragons 
into the fray. 

Small need to decorate a thing-as inherently 
beautiful as a locomotive; yet it is singularly 
appropriute that they should be 
decked. The innovation will serve to impress 
upon the public still further the personality 
of an engine. This is good business upon the 
part of railroad officials. 


FAKE STOCK BROKERS. 


Promoters who are after the “‘sucker” 
money of the investing: public are handicapped 
in their operations without a market upoo 
which to establish fictitious values for their 
stocks. High-pressure-sales methods - lack 
force unless quotations can be developed to 
demonstrate skyrocket advances. When the 
shady promoter can find an “exchange” it is 
a simple thing, through wash sales, to force 
a price that has nothing whatever to justify it. 

Existing laws unfortunately have not done 
away with all such “exchanges.’”’ There are 
still cities where the wildcat operator can go 
through the motions of trading in his gaudily 
colored ‘“‘securities.”” The gullible investor 
loses millions of dollars each -year while

Eventually he has nothing but worthiess paper 
and the promoters the money. "eS 

Astonishing figures have just been issued 
in Boston covering the operations of the “‘curb 
exchange” in that city. A detailed summary 
of 31 stocks traded in over a period of two 
years shows that 1,000 shares of each ‘issue 
purchased at the high would have cost $114,- 
402.50, and that the bid value of the same 
securities today is only $15,022.50. This is 
not the normal loss on such issues. The. pro- 
moters and salesmen promise profits of 100 
per cent. The buyer usually finds his losses 
run to that figure instead. 

More astonishing than the financial side ;of 
the transactions exposed in Boston are. the 
records of the men behind these stocks. The 
Better Business Bureau of that city lists 
partial biogravnies of the 22 firms and ind)- 
viduals concerned in the promotion of these 
‘securities.’ The personal data reveal indict~ 
ments and prison terms which would put to 
shame the records of any penitentiary. The 
securities are no more unsound than the men 
behind them. 

The danger of a “curb exchange” such as 
this is not only to the city in which it flour- 
ishes. Through telegrams, telephone calls and 
tipster sheets the reports of this -market are 
spread over the country. Unwary citizens in 
every State are fleeced. It is the duty of every 
State and municipality to combine in eradicat- 
ing such conditions. Progress has been made 
through the passage of ‘‘blue sky’”’ legislation, 
but to be effective the task must be completed. 


PETTY PIRACY. 


Washington police would do well to antic- 
ipate in this city the revolt of automobile 
owners against the “car watcher,” which is 
already manifest in other cities. Officials 
here, as elsewhere, have been blind to this 
form of petty blackmail, which makes it vir- 
tually impossible for a citizen to attend a pub- 
lic function in his car without paying for the 
privilege of using the public highway. The 
majority of Washingtonians are familiar with 
the practice and methods used. Men and boys 
swarm in the streets surrounding a place of 
entertainment. Sections of the street are pre- 
empted and a fee demanded for ‘‘watching” a 
car. It need not be paid, but if it is not the 
machine is likely to suffer. 

Thousands of dollars are extorted each year 
in this fashion. The profession of ‘car 
watcher” meets with so little official opposi- 
tion that it may spread to the shopping and 
business district, and every available parking 
space become the property of some present- 
day pirate. A little activity on the part of the 
police now would put a stop to the nuisance 
in Washington. It might, of course, mean a 
slight falling off.in the attendance of police 
Officers at baseball games and similar events. 
This loss would be more than offset, how- 
ever, by the convenience to the taxpayers. 


A LESSON FROM GERMANY. 


To judge from the report just issued by 
the Department of Commerce, Germany is 
very far ahead of the United States in the mat- 
ter of safety in the air service. Carlton Bailey 
Hurst, Consul General in Berlin, reports to 
the department that there was but one death 
among 82,932 passengers carried in German 
airships during 1926, and only one death 
among the flying employes during the period. 
The Deutsche Luft Hansa, which is engaged 
in commercial air service, had but fifteen acci- 
dents in all, and the total indemnities paid 
during 1926 by the company for injuries to 
passengers and employes and for property 
damaged was but 17,243 reichmarks, or about 
$3,453. Mr. Hurst advises that the company 
is developing an elaborate safety program, pay- 
ing particular attention. to the construction of 
safe planes. 

From this report the Department of Com- 
merce deduces the conclusion that air trans- 
portation is growing more and more safe year 
after year. This deduction may be sound when 
applied to aerial navigation in Europe, especi- 
ally if it were accompanied by data of like char- 
acter relating to the military and. naval service. 
But coming as it does on the very morning of 
publication of the news of ten fatalities in a 
single day among American fliers, the reader 
will conclude that the Department of Commercz2 
issues its optimistic report of the outlook en- 
tirely upon foreign information. 

Exact figures of the number of fatalities and 
serious injuries among the fliers on this side 
of the Atlantic are not yet available. It is 
certain, however, that the showing made by 
Europe is much better than that made here. 

However, the great activity among builders 
of planes, backed by unlimited capital, indi- 
cates that within a short time passenger planes 
will be flying over regular routes in all States. 
It is to be hoped: that by the time that day 
arrives the American companies will have 
adopted the rule of the Deutsche Luft Hansa 
in devoting attention to the development of a 
safety program and the construction of. safe 
planes. 


INSPECT EVERYTHING. 

The American Automobile Asseciation, in 
cooperation with the police and traffic depart- 
ments, begins today a campaign for better 
automobile headlights in the District of Colum- 
bia. Free inspection and adjustment of light 
equipment has been arranged for at various 
points throughout the city, and the examining 
stations will be open nightly until July. 14. 

Earlier in the week, Gov. Smith proclaimed 
a public safety period for the State of New 
York, to begin July 18, and to continue until 
August 6. All garages and service stations. 
in the State are cooperating in the campaign, 
having offered their services for the free in- 
spection of brakes, horns, lights, steering 
mechanism and rear vision mirrors. The gov- 
ernor’s proclamation pointed out that a con- 
siderable portion of accidents involving motor 
vehicles is directly chargeable to defective 
mechanism or equipment, and that careful and 
frequent inspection should eliminate most of 
such accidents. . 

The local campaign against glaring head- 
lights, single-lighted cars, dim lights and other 
similar defects is to be commended highly. 
The idea might be extended further, however, 
with profit to all concerned... The task of 
examining every motor vehicle in the State 
of New York is tremendous, yet officials of 
that State believe that the trouble is worth 
while. It-would not be difficult, in compari- 


son, to examine the 100,000 motor vehicles in 


Washington. Defective brakes, horns and mir- 
rors may just as frequently cause accidents 
as faulty headlights. After the latter have 
been put in order it would be wise.to examine 


all other equipment in use by local motorists. |

The party will proceed on a regular 
schedule until it has charted the six 
sections of the bay, including portions 
of the Susquehanna and Potomac Riv- 
ers, into which the area has been di- 
vided.

Changes that have 
taken place in recent years will be 
duly noted. 

Detailed measurements are to be 
made by means of three launches and 
a barge, in which the party will move 
from station to station, making their 
survey. The experts will be equipped 
with scientific instruments designed 
especially for the work, and: will keep 
a thorough record of all findings. Con- 
trol stations for the survey will be lo- 
cated at Baltimore and Sewalls Point. 
On account of local peculiarities, addi- 
tional observations will be made in the 
larger harbors visited by the observers. 
Important results, which will be bene- 
ficial to all navigators of the Chesa- 
peake and its tributaries, are expected 
by the Coast and Geodetic Survey, fol- 
lowing the expedition. Emphasis is 
placed upon the painstaking and effi- 
cient manner in which the observations 
are to be made, and it is believed that 
many new and interesting “finds” will 
be made because of the thorough na- 
ture of the survey.

Shippers’ Advisory Board 
Tells. of Outlook After 
Analysis of Reports. 


INCREASE.IN TEXTILES 
TRADE IS HELD LIKELY 


Railroads Preparing for the 
Greater Business; Seven 
States Represented. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 8 (A.P.).— 
Most of the basic industries of the East 
are planning rail shipments during the 
third quarter of 1927 of from 5 to 30 
per cent in excess of those made dur- 
ing the corresponding period last year, 
the executive committee of the Atlantic 
States Shippers Advisory Board, an- 
nounced today. The announcement was 
made after an analysis of commodity 
reports submitted at the committee’s 
meeting here today. 

An exception, it was said, is the iron 
and steel industry. The committee pre- 
dicted that it would show a falling off 
of from 10 to 15 per cent, compared to 
the third quarter of last year. The 
committee described the industry in 
the territory covered as “in a rather 
depressed condition,” adding that “in- 
creased demand is hoped for in the lat- 
ter part of the year.” 

The meeting was attended by about 
100 industrial traffic representatives 
from New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, District of 
Columbia and part of Virginia, and rep- 
resentatives of the railroads serving 
those States. The railroads were gen- 
erally reported as in condition to han- 
dle the increased traffic without diffi- 
culty.

renewal of their permits, they should 
not have been compelled to undergo 
the examination anew. Now, however, 
the old permits are dead and the holder 
of an old permit is the same as the 
holder of no permit at all. It is neces- 
sary for him to pass the beginner's ex- 
amination. 

Inspector E. W. Brown, in charge of 
the Traffic Bureau of the Police De- 
partment, points out that the least ex- 
perienced drivers should be able to 
know all the questions asked beginners. 

The police do not want to give the 
impression that experienced drivers are 
encouraged to know no more about 
local traffic methods than a few 
selected questions. 

The testing of applicants for their 
ability to distinguish colors was begun 
the latter part of May. Of the first 
100 applicants examined, Mr. Harland 
said, seven. could not tell what light 
it was that was turmed on, and could 
not name the color of the several lights 
turned on at once.

Employed By. Railroads. 


Harland explains that he instituted 
the test because he has observed the 
need of such tests in railroad work, 
which he followed many. years...The 
railroad test is severe.

Mr. Harland believes that colored light 
traffic signals on streets presents a 
somewhat similar néed on the part of 
drivers, not as severe, but nevertheless 
as real.

‘Harland points out, weiter ae A that it 
would hardly be cticable to shape 
lights differently, owing to the prev- 
alence of what is called “phantom 
lights.” A phantom light is one that 
reflects against the light itself, and 
that comes from some other source. 
The sun, Mr. Harland says, is the chief 
offender. The “phantom light” distorts 
the shape of the light designed a certain 
shape and makes it some other shape. 


Sun Destroys Adjustment. 


Oftén it may give the lights a cres- 
cent shape. The “phantom. light,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Harland,“would déstroy 
the practicability of lights given var- 
ous shapes. Lights have,’in certain 
cases, he says, been adjusted to the 
sun, but when the sun drops South in 
winter, or goes North in summer, the 
adjustment is destroyed, the phantom 
light appears. 

When a person applies at the Traffic 
Bureau for a permit, and proves color 
blind when called on to name the signal 
lights, he is told to study colors. 

In many cases the defect can be cor- 
rected. Harland says that many per- 
sons are color blind because they, have 
never given any thought to colors, ‘e- 
cause of lack of education therein. Col- 
ors have never been a part of their 
lives or their thoughts, but they can 
correct the defect by education. The 
Traffic Bureau has had two or three 
“color dumb” persons apply for permits 
since the test started. These could pick 
the color in case it was named. How- 
ever, they were completely confused 
when asked “What color is this?’ or 
“What colors are these?” These cases 
can usually be corrected by education, 
it is believed. In fact, one since has 
been corrected. 


Steady Gaze on Lights Injurious. 


The old blacksmith often became 
color blind, it is said. All workers who 
have to gaze constantly at a glowing 
light are in danger of losing their abil- 
ity to distinguish colors. The danger 
can usually be removed by shaded gog- 
gles, which protect the eyes from the 
light.

Harland Recommends 


Repeal of Track Rule 


William H. Harland, director of traf-

Could you suggest a way of making it 
more thin? 

JUST ANOTHER ADMIRER. 

Answer—1l am delighted that you find 
my column helpful, and I hope to be 
able to help you still further. I venture 
to say that a good many girls follow 
practically the same program as you 
have outlined in your letter. Your 
routine does not seem to me logical, yet 
it must seem natural to some, else they 
would ‘not do it. If you are using a 
cream, then it should be put on before 
@ sOap-and-water clea g, not after- 
ward. The object of the cream isto 
loosen dirt, and the object of the soap 
and water is to cleanse the skin thor- 
Oughly and free it from soiled cream. 
The preparation that you are using Is 
entirely too dense and heavy. Further- 
more, you are not removing it thor- 
oughly by the rubbing and cold water 
process, and so a. natural tendency 
toward superfluous hair is being stimu- 
lated. I would suggest that you choose 
@ very light cleansing cream of the 
dissolving type, or a cleansing oil. Put 
this on at night, then remove with 
cleansing tissues or a cloth wrung out 
in warm water. 

Next you can use a pure vegetable- 
oil soap, with warm (not hot) water. 
Whether or not you use any prepara- 
tion to leave on the face at night de- 
pends somewhat upon your age and 
your skin needs. In the morning it is 
right to dash plenty of cold water on 
the face. However, the vanishing cream 
is again too heavy and is clogging your 
pores. Use instead a lotion of recog- 
nized quality.

Former Czar Resumed 
Full Power Despite . 
Failing Health. 


. 
HICAGO, July 7 (A.P.).—Ban 
Johnson, ruler of the American 
League since its organization 27 
years ago, slipped out of Chicago teday 
to attend a special meeting of the club 
owners in New York tomorrow, without 
knowing whether he would be asked % 
retire or continue in office until 1935 
at a salary of $40,000 a year. 
Rumors that the American League 


| executive, whose health has been fafi- 
|ing for two years, might be removed 


from office emanated in reports from 
New York as the club owners began to 
gather for their session. 

' These reports hinted that E. S. Ber- 
nard; president of the Cleveland Club, 
and Ordway Barrow, business manager 
of the Yankees, had been mentioned 
as possible successor in the event that 
Johnson relinquishes the affairs of the 
league. 


Johnson left without any def- 
inite knowledge regarding the 
questions to be considered at the 
special meeting. If the club own- 
ers are planning to retire him or 
ask for his resignation, the Ameri- 
can League head gave no Iindica- 
tion of knowing this. 


Johnson let it be khown that he did 
not know what to expect from the 
deliberations of the club owners. He 
declined to comment on the purpose 
of the meeting. 

The American League executive 
spent five of the last twelve months 
in hospitals to improve his condition 
and only recently assumed active 
charge of league affairs after leave of 
absence, granted at the time when 
the showdown between himself and 
Kenesaw M. Landis, baseball’s $65,000 @ 
year commissioner, bordered on the 
danger point. An open break between 
Johnson and Landis was averted by the 
action of the owners in granting him the 
leave on a plea of illness 24 hours be- 
fore he was to go into’ a meeting with 
Landis and the American League club 
owners. 

Landis demanded the special meeting 
for the purpose of a showdown with 
Johnson because of the latter’s criti- 
cism of Landis’ investigation of Risberg 
scandal stories last December. 

Johnson holds a contract with the 


! American League until 1935, at the 


salary of $40,000 a year. The club 
owners may decide to pay him $360,000 
as a financial settlement for. his con- 
tract. 


Johnson’s admirers, however, are 
confident he will not resign with« 
out a battle, although his physi- 
clans are reported to haye counsele- 


ed him that he must not engage 
in any more league controversies. 


Since assuming charge of the league 
affairs again, Johnson has exercised all 
his old time authority that for years 
stamped him as the czar of the Ameri- 
can League, but his medical adviser 
are fearful that his health might .f 
wrecked if beset by undue worries. 

The meeting in New York, tomorrow 
was quietly called, without any pub- 
licity, indicating to Johnson's friends 
that action unfavorable to him migys 
be under consideration. 

Neither President Charles Comiskey, 
of the White Sox, long a political enemy 
of Johnson in the affairs of the Ameri- 
can League, nor Harry Grabiner, sec- 
retary of the club, will attend the 
meeting. The club will be represented 
by Alfred Austrian, a member. of, a 
Chicago law firm bearing his. name. 

Comiskey, like Johnson, also has been 
in failing health and is resting in his 


| summer camp in northern Wisconsin. 


Grabiner will not attend the meeting 
on a plea of illness.

It is wrong. 
however, to judge a people by a few in- 
dividuals, and I therefore join in con- 
demning unresérvedly all wholesale de- 
nunciations and attacks. 

“Those who know me can bear wit- 
ness that it is not in my nature to in- 
flict: insult upon and to occasion pain 
to anybody, and that it has been my 
effort to free myself from prejudice. 
Because of that I frankly confess that 
I have been greatly*shocked as a result 
of my study and examination of the 
files of the Dearborn Independent and 
of the pamphkts entitled “The Inter- 
national Jew.” 

“I deem it to be my duty as an 
honorable man to make amends for the 
wrong done to the Jews as fellowmen 
and brothers, by asking their forgive- 
ness for the harm I have unintention- 
ally committed, by retracting so far as 
lies within my. power the offensive 
charges laid at their door by these 
publications, and by giving them the 
unqualified assurance that henceforth 
they may look to me for friendship and 
good will.” 


Editor of Ford Publication 
Not Notified, He Asserts 


Detroit, July 7 (A.P.).—William J. 
Cameron, editor of the Dearhorn In- 
dependent and a witness in the Ford- 
Sapiro $1,000,000 libel suit here this 
year, expressed great surprise at the 
announcement from New York that the 
Ford newspaper would “discontinue 
permanently all articles hostile to the 
Jewish people.” 

“This is absolutely the first time I 
have heard of any such statement | 
intention on the part of Henry Ford,” 
he said. “I most certainly will get 
in touch with Mr. Ford and find out 
what is back of this.” 

Mr. Cameron declared he could not 
believe Mr. Ford would make public 
such a statement without advising him, 
inasmuch as he was in control of pub- 
lication of the Dearborn Independent, 
the Ford organ, and would be the first 
to be notified of any such intention on 
the part of the millionaire manufac 
turer. 

“It is all news to me,” he said, 
I cannot believe it is true.” 

Asked if he considered the announce- 
ment a preliminary move on the part 
of Mr. Ford to settle the Sapiro $1,000.- 
000 libel suit out of court, Mr. Cameron 
said he did not believe this was the 
case, 

“ET. have heard of no negotjations be- 
tween Mr. Ford’s attorney’s and those 
of Mr. Sapiro,” Mr. Cameron said, “and 
do not. believe there have been any ” 

Mr. Ford could not be reached. 

After a series of articles in the. Dear- 
born Independent of antisemitic char- 
acter Aaron Sapiro, Chicago attorney, 
started a° $1,000,000 libel suit against 
Henry Ford in March.of this year. The 
syit was based on articles published in 
tHe Independent attacking Sapiro’s agri- 
cultural activities. 

On the motion of Ford attorneys the 
case wes declared a mistrial by Judge 
Raymond, who declared “justice has 
been crucified on the cross of unethical 
and depraved journalism.” The refer- 
ence was made to an interview with a 
juror’ accused of giving an interview 
With a local newspaper while the trial 
was in progress, 

The Dearborn Independent has been 
considered the official mouthpiece of 
Mr. Ford since its inception. During 
and foll®wing the trial of the libel suit 
advices frequently quoted here inti- 
mated that Mr. Ford would confine 
his public utterances to other channels. 
The N. W. Ayer & Son Co., of Philadel- 
phia, was mentioned as the possible 
mouthpiece for company announce- 
ments which heretofore had been made 
available through Mr. Cameron, 28s

o'clock, after McLennan had been there 
five hours. Dr. Preece was summoned. to 
the precinct, and, after again examin- 
ing the injured man, declared, accord- 
ing to the police report, that the “man. 
was faking, but orderéd him sent to 
Gallinger.” 

At Gallinger it was revealed that the 
man had four broken ribs and a frac- 
tured spine, which caused his death. 

Two official investigations into the 
circumstances surrounding the death 
of McLennan and the hospital treat- 
ment afforded him will be launched 
today, one at the coroner's inquest this 
morning at the District Morgue, and 
one ordered by Inspector William S5. 
Shelby, of the Police Department, on 
behalf of the District Commissioners. 

Inspector Shelby last night called on 
officers in charge of the First Precinct 
for a detailed report on all incidents 
connected with the arrest and injuries 
of McLennan. In ordering the report, 
the imspector declared that, “some one 
certainly slipped up that time.” 

The investigation at the morgue by 


the coroner today will delve into the 
medical aspects of the case, particular- 
ly, it is said. 

In the collision with Detective 
Fihelly’s car,.McLennan’s car was de- 
molished, and he and Arthur Padgett, 
41 years old, of 710 Thirty-first street 
southeast, and the latter’s son, Arthur 
Padgett, jr., 12, were pinned beneath 
the wreckage. Firemen had to be called 
before the trio could be extricated from 
the wreckage. 

Fihelly, who was only slightly injured, 
arrested McLennan, whose studio’s ad- 
dress was given as the rear of 1408 
Massachusetts avenue northwest, and 
charged him with operating an auto- 
mobile while being under the influence 
of liquor and charged the elder Pad- 
gett with being intoxicated. 

Before he died, McLennan  sum- 
moned two friends, Eugene J. Leon- 
ard and Leonard Miller, both of 305 C 
street northwest. To them he declared 
that he was Innocent of the charges 
placed against him by Fihelly.. In ac- 
cordance with his wishes they engaged 
two attorneys to clear his name of 
the charges and prosecute any person 
found guilty of negligence in connec- 
tion with. his treatment. 

At Emergency Hospital Dr. Preece ad- 
mitted he had overlooked the. serious 
nature of McLennan’s injuries. 

“He was in such a condition at the 
time that it was hard to properly handle 
his case,” he said. 

D. D. Sandidge, superintendent: of 
the hospital, said it was unfortunate 
that the man’s injuries were not di- 
covered sooner. He praised Dr. Preece 
and said that “such a thing is bound 
to happen where hundreds of emer- 
gency cases are handled weekly.” 

James A. Purcell and John J. Mc- 
Ginnes, attorneys, have been retained 
by McLennap’s. friends to defend his 
name against the intoxication charge. 
They will appear at the inquest today 
and present. the dead man’s side of 
the case. According to them, McLen- 
nan, with Padgett and his son, had 
driven into the city. from . District 
Heights, where the Padgésts reside, to 
get some fireworks and some cider for 
the Fourth of July celebration planned 
by them. McLennan told them he was 
driving south on Seventh street from 
a place near Seventh and O streets, 
where the cider was purchased, when 
the collision ocurred with the car 
of the detective, who was going west 
on D street. 

Detective Fihelly declares that both 
were drunk and that he has sent the 
cider, seized by him, to be analyzéd 
for alcoholic content. 

,.McLennan was a native of Scotiand, 
although a naturalized American citi- 
zen. His nearest relatives live at Inver- 
ness, Scotland. They have been. noti- 
fied. 


Suit. Seeks to End Trust. 


George W. Babcock filed suit yester- 
day in Equity Court against the Ameri- 
can Security & Trust Co., to terminate 
a trust agreement whereby the trust 
company handled the $200,000 estate of 
the plaintiff which he inherited from 
his mother, the late Mrs. Kate W. Bab- 
cock. ‘sc agreement was entered into 
in 1919 and was to operate until 1934, 
it was stated.

CHIN BRIDGE FUND 
“UMVALIBLE UNTIL 
GONGRESS CONVENES 


Ladue Inspects Virginia Abut- 
ment and Is Amazed on 
Learning Age. 


MOTION FROM SHORE 
CONTINUES, HE STATES 


Moore Stresses Large Rev- 
enue Passing Over Span 
Into Capital. 


The days of traffic over Chain Bridge 
are numbered, and when it is closed it 
@ill be for a long time. There is no 
money available with which to rebuild 
it, or even to patch it by rebuilding 
the faulty abutment on the Virginia 
gide. The earliest that money can be 
obtained is when Congress convenes in 
fall or winter, and actual operations 
cam not be begun until the spring of 
1928. 

A new bridge, according to plans pre- 
pared seven years ago, will cost $350,- 
000. A new abutment and first span, 
it is thought in the absence of esti- 
mates, will cost close to $100,000, 

Col. Willlam B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 


missioner, yesterday made a second per- 
sonal inspection of the abutment on 
the Virginia end of the bridge. To his 
amazement he learned that it was more 
than 125 years old. He saw it for the 
first time at low tide, the foot. of the 
wall being plainly visible. It is of 
crude construction, as compared with 
modern abutments. He was shown that 
the wall had bulged forward another 
eighth of an inch since June 21, and 
the first span of the bridge has crept on 
its roller an additional quarter inch 
from the Virginia side in the same 
period, having moved an inch and a 
quarter in all. Col. Ladue said: 


Moves Away from Bank. 


“If the coco rs continues to show 
motion away fro the bank it will 
have to be closed. It is continuing to 
show motion up to the present.” 

Inspectors of the bridge engineer’s 
office are to be instructed today to 
make no more merely visual inspec- 
tions, but -to take actual measurements 
from now on at frequent intervals. 

The abutment consists of one course 
of stone masonry resting on a solid, 
natural stone foundation that slopes 
sharply down toward the middle of the 
stream, on the very edge of a sheer drop 
of 35 feet, the water having that depth 
at low tide within 10 feet of the abut- 
ment. Behind this wall is a fill of 
loose stones. 

It is not discernible, except at points 
where stones have cracked and frag- 
ments have fallen out, how thick the 
wall is, but it seems to range from 
1 to 244 feet, that being the range of 
width of the single blocks of granite 
composing it. These stones, in addi- 
tion to being joined with mortar, are 
tiled together with iron dowels. Many 
af these have bent where bulges have 
occurred and all r to be rusted. 


Air Through Masonry. 


At one point a\strong draft of air can 

from the abutment 

through a hol the masonry. It is 

estimated .that the pressure on the old 

wall from behind is 30,000 pounds to 
the running foot. 

To a layman, unversed in the mys- 
teries of engineering, it does not seem 
possible that it can stand and, observ- 
ing it from a rowboat on the river, 
there is a distinct temptation to jump 
overboard or do something equally as 
foolish for fear the wall will come top- 
pling onto one. Col. Ladue smiled. 
however, and said: 

“It seems to have acquired the habit 
of standing and habits are hard to 
break.” 

Those who assisted Col. Ladue in his 
inspection were his assistant, Capt. H. 
C. Whitehurst; David E. Macomb, en- 
gineer of bridges; H. R. Houser, as- 
sistant engineer of bridges and Corne- 
lius J. Cain, bridge inspector. The 
party was met by a police launch with 
@ rowboat in tow, so that the foot of 
the wall‘could be seen from the river 
side. 

Abutment Erected in 1797. 


The abutment was erected in 1797 
and a toll bridge, privately owned, was 
built. The superstructure was destroy- 
ed by fire in 1804, was rebuilt soon and 
was burned again-within six months. 
A third bridge, supported by chains, 
was built in 1808 and was destroyed in 
1810. A fourth bridge, also a chain 
supported structure, was built a year 
later. In 1833 it was bought for 
$150,000 by the Government and made 
a free, instead of a toll, bridge. The 
superstructure was replaced in 1854 
and again in 1872 $100,000 was ap- 
propriated to rebuild it. 

Macomb told Col. Ladue yesterday 
that the cracking of the wall and its 
movement outward was started 16 
years ago, when quarrying operations 
were begun near at hand. The blast- 
ing disturbed the load held back by 
the wall. The quarrying was stopped 
and the movement of the wall. was 
arrested, beginning again a few years 
ago and accelerating to an alarming 
degree only six months ago. 

The police have made a traffic count 
and report that in the five days of 
July 2 to 5, inclusive, 16,847 vehicles 
crossed the bridge, 9,456 coming into 
the District and 7,391 leaving it. These 
figures are undependable because the 
five days contained one Sunday, one 
holiday and one half-holiday, all three 
providing peaks of traffic. For another 
reason they do not refiect the impor- 
tance of the bridge to traffic, in that 
heavy trucks have been barred from 
crossing it. They heretofore made 
steady use of it. 


Letter Urges Rebuilding. 


After he reached his office in the 
District Building, Col. Ladue received 
a visit from Representative R. Walton 
Moore, of Virginia. Chain Bridge was 
the subject of the discussion. Moore 
brought a letter from H. G. Shirley, 
chairman of the Virginia State High- 
way Commission, certifying that both 
ends of Chain Bridge are in the Dis- 
trict and that, therefore, Virginia is 
constitutionally restrained from assist- 
ing in the rebuilding of it. Moore also 
left a letter signed by himself, urging 
that the bridge be rebuilt as soon as 
possible. His letter follows: 

July 6, 1927. 

“Inclosed is a letter from the chair- 
man of the State Highway Commission 
of Virginia, which bears upon the ques- 
tion as to whether there will be recom- 
mended to the present Congress an ap- 
propriation for the reconstruction of 
the Chain Bridge. You will recall that 
in the last Congress the effort to secure 
legislation, which had the approval of 
your commission, encountered the op- 
position of the Bureau of the Budget. 

“I do not minimize the importance 
of the bridge to those I represent, but 
its importance to the District from 
every point of view can hardly be over- 
stated. It is one of the river crossings 
by which a large volume of business 
comes into the District from a very ex- 
tensive territory. A Virginia State road 
reaches the bridge from Fairfax, where 
it intersects the road from Winches- 
ter and also connects with the Lee

With an ample description of 
the youths, Lieut. Sullivan and Detec- 
tive Mansfield set out on a search early 
yesterday.: Their efforts were reward- 
ed when they espied the two brothers 
motoring in a new roadster near their 
home. 

The two were taken to the precinct 
station house and questioned. Police 
say they admitted the robbery and im- 
plicated the O’Dwyer boy. He was 
found in bed at his home and taken 
into custody. Police gay they found 
more than $1,100 concealed in a brace 
which Garnett Power wears on an in- 
jured leg. The automobile, policé say, 
was found to have been purchased for 
$408, and $200 was spent for accessories. 
The youths, police say, confessed to 
spending money lavishly on girls at a 
nearby amusement park Wednesday 
night. The money was taken from 
Arata’s room, police declare the youths 
said, at various intervals. He did not 
discover the loss until Wednesday.

TREES ARE PROTECTED 


IN WORK ON STREETS 
Steel Hoods Placed on Equip- | 


ment to Keep Heat and 
Gases From Rising. 


Steps have been taken by the District | 
government to prevent further damage | 
to shade trees by the equipment used | 


in street-surfacing work. 


The large asphalt heater, used to lay 
sheet asphalt by the heater method, 
has been reconstructed with a steel 
hood, lined with asbestos over the com- 
bustion chamber, to keep the heat and 
gases from rising. It was placed in 
service yesterday for the first time since 
alteration. Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, as- 
sistant to the Engineer Commissioner, 
said he was satisfied with the result. 

Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, has directed that paving 
contractors and District employes re- 
frain from leaving steam rollers and 
steam shovels under trees when not in 
use. Tours of inspection convinced the 
municipal authorities that no great 
damage has been done. A few trees 
have been killed, but all were small 
ones that can be replaced with trees 
equally large. In some instances low- 
hanging branches have been killed. 
They are to be trimmed off wittin a 
few days. It was discovered that syca- 
mores suffer most damage to foliage 
from heat emanations from paving ma- 
chinery, that small oaks are also affect- 
) but that maples are hardly hurt at 
all.

Motions to quash and demurrers at- 
tacking the indictments. returned 
against Dr. Dee Hammer, chiropractor, 
and Mrs. Anna Apolonio in connection 
with the alleged conspiracy to murder 
Joseph Apolonio, husband of Mrs. Ap- 
olonio, were filed yesterday in Criminal 
Court by Attorneys Fred P. Myers, 
James B. Flynn, Thomas J. Luckett, 
for Dr. Hammer, and Attorneys George 
E..

6,679 PUPILS ENROLL 
IN SUMMER SCHOOLS 


More Teachers Called for As 
Registration Reaches New 
High Mark. 


Climbing yesterday to a total of 6,679, 
enrollments for vacation courses in the 
white and colored summer schools of 
the District have broken last year’s 
records, according. to figures compiled 
at the Franklin Administration Build- 
ing. 

So large were last minute registrations 
in elementary classes yesterday that 
Walter B. Patterson, director of special 
activities in the schools, was forced to 
issue an emergency call for five extra 
teachers to accommodate the surplus. 
Enrollments are now Officially closed, he 
said. 

A check on the schools yesterday 
showed 4,272 registered in Divisions 1 
to 9, of whom 3,270 are attending ele- 
mentary schools and 889 doing high 
school work. In addition, 113 8B pupils 
are receiving instruction at Centra! 
High School. A total enrollment of 
2,407 was recorded in Divisions 10 to 
13. Of these, 1,084 are in elementary 
classes and 1,323 in high schools. In- 
creases were greatest in elementary 
classes in white schools, and in high 


school classes in colored schools.

METROPOLITAN ARER 
PLANNED FOR BANKS 
IN AND AROUND CITY 


Auxiliary Clearing House Pro- 
posed for Institutions in Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. 


SEEN AS IMPROVING 
BUSINESS INTERCOURSE 


Visiting Bankers Attend Meet- 
ing to Discuss Plan; Com- 
mittee to Make Survey. 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 

A movement looking toward the ¢a& 
tablishment of a financial metropolitan 
area for Washington was launched yes- 
terday when the clearing house com- 
mittee of the Washington Clearing 
House Association met with bank of- 
ficials from the territory contiguous to 
the District in Maryland and Virginia, 

It has been in the mind of Harry V. 
Haynes, chairman of the Washington 
Clearing House, for many months that 
the lack of ready contact with the nu- 
merous banks surrounding Washington 
could be remedied by bringing them 
into the Washington district, broaden- 
ing the functions of the local associa- 
tion so as to make it serve a larger 
area. Other members of the commit- 
tee have been in accord with the 
thought of its chairman, which result- 
ed in the calling of a special meeting 
to which representatives of outlying 
banks were invited. 

The Washington Clearing House As- 
sociation is performing for Washington 
banks a service that can not bé reckon- 


ed in terms of money. Besides clear- 
ing checks during the first six months 
of the current year totaling $714,439,- 
560, an increase of $18,753,111 over the 
corresponding period a year ago, the as- 
sociation keeps in close touch with all 
situations pertaining to joca] banks and 
keeps them informed of many things 
that are vital to their smooth function- 
ing, most of which is of a confidential 
nature. 


Means Economy in Time. 


In pointing out the necessity for an 
enlarged clearing area, Chairman 
Haynes stressed the economy in time, 
the factor of safety and the general 
cooperation which would result from 
clearing operatior.s in a larger area. 

“In matters pertaining to the han- 
dling of checks, Bethesda, Md., is just 
about as far away from Washington as 
Nashville, Tenn., yet 1° is only about a 
mile and a half beyond the . District 
of Columbia. line,” said Mr. Haynes. 
“This is equally true of many of the 
other places adjaeent t> Washington.” 

“The thought that is now in the 
minds of the clearing house committee 
and these nearby bankers is that we 
should remove, for the purposés of 
business intercourse, the State lines. 
There is good reason for this because 
in the everyday lives of our people 
Washington is the center of activity, 
and as business is don- today by check, 
even by country people, many of these 
checks have their origin }~. the marts 
of trade in the business center’of the 
District.” 

For the purpose of broadening the 
service to take care of clearances of 
checks on nearby banks, not only with 
the local banks, but among the nearby 
banks, it was proposed to organize an 
auxiliary of the. Washington Clearing 
House Association, which will handle 
the clearings of all these outlying 
banks. The id~r was particul rly well 
received by the visiting bankers, and 
the discussions indicated a desire to 
perfect the organization after sufficient 
study of the situation, so that it will 
be known what the volume would be 
in number of items and in dollars. 


Survey by Committee. 


A special committee was appointed 
to make a survey of the situation and 
work with the Washington Clearing 
House committee in preparing plans 
preliminary to a general survey, which 
will be made from two angles during 
the first week in August. A schedule 
will be made by the outlying banks, 
giving the number and amount of items 
which they have on each other and on 
the Washington banks. During the 
same period the local banks will keep @ 
schedule of the number and amounts of 
the items which they have on the out- 
lying bands. The composite will dis- 
close the volume of business which 
could be expected to be cleared through 
the auxiliary and it would determine 
also what could be expected in the 
way of settlements. This process will 
bring results similar to those obtained 
in any clearing house by reducing to a 
minimum through elimination by off- 
sets the final debits and credits. 

It. is understood that the committees 
will keep at the matter actively so that 
the basis of a mutual arrangement may 
be formed to bring the local banks and 
their neighbors into a closer contact. 
“When this has been accomplished,” 
said Mr, Haynes, “it will doubtless be 
followed by expansion of the relations 
existing between banks in the District 
so that they will encompass the outly- 
ing banks.”
